LANSING PROPOSAL. 

‘Opponents of the administration 
made much of the proposal by Secre- 
tary Lansing to the Entente allies on 
January 18, in which he said he 
thought the right to arm merchant- 
men was of doubtful legality. They 
insisted that the whole controversy 
with Germany hinged on that. Mr. 
Flood's answer was that the allies 
had declined to agree to the sugges- 
tion that they disarm merchantmen, 
and therefore the whole issue stood 
as it did before Secretary Lansing 
wrote his memorandum. 

Representative Lenroot of Wiscon- 
sin, Republican, of the Rules Com- 
mittee, quoted liberally from the 
mémorandum, asking in the light of 
the contention of administration ad- 
herents that to warn Americans off 
ships would be unpatriotic, if the 
Secretary had been patriotic. 

“Gentlemen have said throughout 
this debate that this proposition of 
Americans traveling on armed mer- 
chant ships is an unquestioned right 
under international law,” he said. 
“With reference to that I want to call 
the attention of the House to the fact 
that on January 18, a little over six 
weeks ago, the sent Secretary of 
State, in a note itten to the allied 
powers, used this language with ref- 
erence to what now is said to be an 
unquestioned right. He said: 

“‘In proposing this formula as a 
basis of conditional declaration by the 
belligerent governments I do so in the 
full conviction that each government 
will consider primarily the humane 
purposes of saving the lives of inno- 
cent people rather than the insistence 
upon doubtful legal rights, which 
may be denied on account of new 
conditions.’ 

“Doubtful jegal right is what the 
State Department terms this on Janu- 
ary 18. When, since then, did it be- 
come an unquestionable legal right. 
conecrning which there can no dif- 
ference of opinion on the part of pa- 
triotic Americans? Is your Secretary 
of State a patriotic American or not? 
“I propose to vote against tabling 
the McLemore resolution. Because, 
if it is not tabled, there will be an op- 
portunity to amend it, expressing the 
convictions of the House, giving the 
House an opportunity to vote for a 
simple resolution of warning and 
thereby give notice to your President 
and to my President that, in the opin- 
fon of the House, that right is not so 
clear, is not so unquestioned as to 
justify this country in going to war 
for violation of that sort of a right.” 

HEFLIN’S STATEMENT. 
Representative Heflin, Democrat, of 
Alabama, dramatically calied the roll 
of the Southern States to ask them 
where they stood. His answer came 
back from the southern delegates 
that the South was with the President. 
The issue, Mr. Heflin said, was 
whether Congress would stand with 
“Lansing and the President, or Von 
Bernstorff and the Kaiser.” 
Representative Decker, 
of Missouri, replied: 

“In Germany the issue was, will 
we stand by the Kaiser? In England 
the issue was, will we stand by the 
King? In Russia the issue was, will 
we stand by the Czar, the little vicar 
of God? If war comes we will call

Republican Leader Mann, who had 
been expected to take an active part 
in the struggle, made only one 
speech while the debate on the pre- 
vious question was in progress. The 
burden of his remarks was that the 
President should be given a straight 
vote on a warning proposition. 

Representative Shackleford, Demo- 
crat, of Missouri, caused genuine sur- 
prise by a speech urging the tabling 
of the McLemore resolution. It was 
due to Mr. Shackleford’s activities 
largely that the turmoil for the pas- 
sage of a resolution started. Today 
he insisted that he still was for a 
warning resolution, but that if agita- 
‘tion for one had disturbed the Presi- 
dent’s diplomatic negotiations he was 
ready to vote against it. 

Representative Gardner, Republic- 
an, of Massachusetts, who clashes 
with Democrats as frequently as any 
Republican in the House, urged the 
tabling of the McLemore resolution. 

In all the fight nobody except Rep- 
resentative McLemore himself had a 
good word to say for the resolution 
about which all the storm centered. 
The Republicans who fought tabling 
it did so only because they wanted 
a chance to substitute another drawn 
by Representative Campbell vf 
Kansas. Once Chairman Flood of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee did 
say that the McLemore resolution was 
as broad and as good as the Camp- 
bell resolution, but that he was 
against that, too. 

SIGN OF BITTERNESS. 

The long debate, lasting from 11 
o'clock in the morning until well after 
6 o'clock tonight, almost without im- 
terruption, was conducted with the 
utmost good feeling.

GREAT PROBLEM 


Conference in East Fails to 
Take Any Action. 


Shippers Blame Carriers for 
the Heavy Congestion. 


Elliott Speaks in Defense of 
the Railroad Heads. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—After 
two days discussion of freight conges- 
tion at the eastern terminals of trunk 
line railroads and of car shortage in 
the West, the informal conference 
called by the Interstate Commerce 


| Commission of representatives of the 


carriers, shippers and receivers of 
freight adjourned tonight without 
agreeing on any action. 

As a consequence, it is probable 
that many of the affected roads will 
lay definite proposals before the com- 
mission for increasing the demurrage 
and storage charges at terminals and 
reducing the time allowed receivers of 
freight to unload cars without extra 
charge. From opinions expressed by 
many shippers and freight receivers 
it is probable that such changes will 
be vigorously opposed. 

Virtually all of the many shippers 
in the two days session declared that 


| the situation must be handled prompt- 


ly and any action that may be taken 
is expected in the near future. 
Shippers and freight recelvers in 
the main blamed the carriers for the 
congestion, particularly at New York, 
where thousands of loaded cars are 
awaiting transfer of contents to ships. 
At least two speakers declared 
that properly to relieve congestion 
at New York an immediate temporary 
embargo against all freight move- 
ments to that port was necessary. 
Others thought some of the immense 
volume of traffic seeking an ocean 
outlet at New York should be diverted 
to South Atlantic or gulf ports. 
Before the close of the conference 
W. G. Besler of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey, and Howard Elliott of 
the New Haven, made statements de- 
fending the carriers, Mr. Besler de- 
clared that thousands of shipments 
had been quickly and promptly 
handled by the railroads through New 
York and the shippers who sent them 
should have appeared to say 80. 
LACK OF EQUIPMENT. 
Answering the charge of lack of 
sufficient equipment, he said, the rail- 
roads for years had been suffering 
from a lack of business, with freight 
cars idle and locomotives laid up in 
roundhouses and on side tracks and 
pointed out that on westbound traffic 
there is no congestion. Until 120 days 
ago, he added, there were plenty of 
lighters in New York harbor.

CHINESE CAPTURE 
REBEL STRONGHOLD. , / 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. } 
WASHINGTON, March 7:—Capture 
of two rebel strongholds, Po Yai and 
Sul Chow, by Chinese government 
troops within the last four days, with 
heavy losses resulting to the rebels, 
was reported to the Chinese Legation 


There today in official dispatches from 


Peking. 

The Legation made this announce- 
ment: 

“The troops under Gen. Lung Chen- 
Kuang, garrison commissioner of 
Kwangs!i, have retaken Po Yai, the 
most important strategic point on the 
border of Yunnan. Po Yai fell after 
Gen. Lung’s troops had captured Yuei 
Hei forts, and by climbi up a dan- 
gerous precipice from behind the 
mountain, taking the rebels by sur- 
prise. In the fight that ensued several 
thousand rebels were killed. With the 
fall of Po Tal Gen. Lune’s force will 
be able to advance rapidly towards 
the capital of Yunnan. 

“Sui Chow, another important place 
in thei west of Szechuan, has likewise 
fallen into the hands of the govern- 
ment troops under Commander Feng, 
after having been occupied by the 
rebels a few days. On March 2 the 
government troops occupied both 
banks of the Ming River. a parent 
branch of the Yangtse River, after a 
flerce struggle. The next morning they 
took the entire perfecture of Sul. hav- 
ing occupied all the strategic points 
along the mountains. More than a 
thousand rebels were killed, several 
hundreds made prisoners, and a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition cap- 
tured, 

“The government troops in Hunan 
have had a similar success in the 
suppression of the disturbance. On 
March 23 thev attacked 2000 rebels in 
Mavange, Hunan. The skirmish began 
a 8 o'clock in the morning and liast- 
ed nine hours The rebele were de- 
feated and hotly pursued. More than 
400 of their number were killed.”

Ambrose Collier and E. H. Buckner, 
negroes, were accepted as jurors in 
the United States District Court yves- 
terday to sit in trial of: an action 
brought against the Southern Pacific 
Company by Elizabeth J. Gard for 
$60,653.70, alleged damages for the 
death of her husband. The complaint 
charges that E. H. Gard lost his life 
at Indio, Aptzil 28, 1914, due to negll- 
gence of employees of the railroad 
company. 

It is the first time in the history of 
the local Federal court that a colored 
man has sat on a trial jury. On sev- 
eral occasions colored men have been 
summoned in the panel, but none has 
ever been accepted to serve on the 
term trial jury. 
One of the jurors, E. H. Buckner, 
was for several years a Deputy United 
States Marshal in Denver, where he 
was born, and later served as Sheriff 
at Albuquerque for eight years, de- 
feating a white Democrat by a large 
majority. He is a strong Republican. 
The bill recites that on April 15, 
1914, the railroad company switched 
a car loaded with gasoline, which it 
is alleged was defective and leaking, 
to the vicinity of Fargo avenue, Indio, 
and that the gasoline exploded, burn- 
ing H. E. Gard so severely he died on 
April 28. The defendant company 
sets up a general denial of responsi- 
bility for the accident, admitting, how- 
ever, that the car was loaded with 
gasoline and that it exploded,

The Physicians’ Protective Associa- 
tion was organized by Clark in the 
Summer of 1913, and Mrs. Smith 
made an early investment in the en- 
terprise. She later occupied the post 
of secretary-treasurer, and Clark was 
general manager. 

The association made a specialty of 
collecting accounts for physicians, 
and at one time had more than 2000 
such accounts to look after. It was 
sought to show that many mislead- 
ing and untruthful letters and state- 
ments in regard to the business were 
sent through the mails. 

GRAND LARCENY CHARGED. 
William E. Shaw, doing business 
under the name of the Pacific Coast 
Law and Collection Agency, will be 
given a preliminary hearing before 
Justice Brown this afternoon on a 
charge of grand larceny. This action 
grows out of other recent trouble in 
which he has been involved and which 
last Saturday resuked in his being 
$50 for contempt of court by 
Justice Palmer. 

W. D. Hollins, a drayman, owed 8. 
J. Putnam for some hay and the lat- 
ter placed the collection of the ac- 
count In the hands of Shaw. The 
latter filed an action on February 
24, with Hollins, his wife, John and 
Jane Doe as defendants for money 
had and received. Summons was is- 
sued that date for Mr. and Mrs. Hol- 
lins and F. J. Cornes, a grocer of 
Monrovia, for whom Hollins worked, 
—— sued as the John Doe in the ac- 
tion. 

Shaw then secured an attachment 
on the store of Mr. Cornes, which was 
released on payment of $275 by the 
grover in order to prevent his place 
from being closed. The summonses 
were all served in Monrovia township, 
which should have allowed ten days 
for appearance to answer. Shaw is 
alleged to have claimed that they 
were served in Los Angeles township, 
in which only five days are allowed 
for answer. The grocer had intended 
to answer within the ten days.

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HE REPUBLICAN STATE TICKET. 
Californians will have no apologies to 

make if the choice of the delegation of 
stalwart Republicans named at the State- 
wide conference in San Francisco last 
Saturday to represent the State in the Na- 
tional Republican Convention at Chicago 
shall be ratified by the electorate. If the 
procedure was an unusual one it was be 
cause conditions had arisen which were not 
foreseen at the time the primary election 
act was adopted. A rump convention had 
been held a week previously composed al- 
most wholly of known Progressives and a 
delegation had been named to represent the 
Republican party of the State at the Chi- 
cago convention. The convention had been 
assembled through trickery: the name of 
Victor Metcalf, a former Cabinet official, 
was used to give “tone” to the assemblage. 
Metcalf did not attend the conference. As 
soon as he had read the call as submitted 
by Earl to the rump convention he wired 
to him to withdraw his name from the list 
of delegates and repudiated the conven- 
tion’s platform. Metcalf alleges that he 
was tricked into permitting the use of his 
name through the medium of a call from 
which all reference to Gov. Johnson and 
indorsement of his administration had been 
expurgated—deleted by the administration 
certsor. 

Ex-Senator Boynton attended the Earl 
conference under a similar misapprehen- 
#ion, and he also refused to permit his 
name to be used by the Progressives mas- 
querading under the name of “United Re- 
publicans.” In an attempted justification 
Chairman Parl alleged in a published state- 
ment that “nine members of the delegation 
supported the Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor at the last State election.” By his 
own admission seventeen of the delegates 
had openly supported a Progressive can- 
Gidate within the last fifteen months and 
yet they were put forth as united Repub- 
licans and the conference of seventy-five, of 
whom seventy were known Progressives, 
was advertised as representing the United 
Republicans of California. The Ear! dele- 
gates were bound to support “some for- 
ward-looking candidate for President.” 
Three were proposed; two of them were 
candidates on an opposition ticket in the 
last national campaign and the third, Jus- 
tice Hughes, had wired forbidding the use 
of his name by the rump convention. 

Confronted by this unprecedented pro- 
cedure the Republican State Executive 
Committee issued a call to all the Republican 
county committeemen of the State to meet 
with the State Central Committee and the 
Executive Commitee for the purpose of tak- 
ing some action to safeguard the interests 
of the Republican party in California. The 
attendance of these men and women was 
not secured through any subterfuge. The 
list of those entitled to take part in the 
conference was not prepared in the exec- 
utive offices of one of the big power cor- 
porations of the State and approved by a 
Governor who expects to sit in the conven- 
tion of another party, but it was the list 
that the Republican electors themselves 


had named in the last Republican primary. } 


At a conference attended by more than 
500 delegates in person, and in which 300 
others were represented by proxy, a plat- 
form was adopted and a list of twenty-six 
representative men and women of the 
State were recommended to the Republican 
electorate as delegates to the National Re- 
publican Cgnvention. This had been styled 
by administration satellites a “packed con- 
ference.” Packed it was indeed, but with 
loyal Republicans; there was not a Pro- 
gressive among them. . 

Every one of these delegates had rea 
the list of names proposed by the Eurl- 
Johnson conference as “representative Re- 
publicans:” each delegate was invited to 
present to the nominating committee the 
name of a representative Republican in his 
district; yet not one of the twenty-six on 
the Earl list was even brought forward in 
this conference of elected and not selected 
delegates. The delegation is styled by 
Chairman Cary of the Referendum Commit- 
tee as one that will “Harmonize, not Hiram- 
ize,” the Republican party in California. 

Before the conference opened vague ru- 
mors were afloat that there would be a 
split in the Republican forces, that almost 
half the committeemen were in favor of a 
compromise with the EarlJohnson satel- 
lites, and that it would be impossible for 
the conference to name a ticket. These 
rumors were assiduously circulated by at- 
taches of the Governor, who did not hesitate 
to voice them in the assembly hall itself; 
but by the time the conference was fairly 
under way the last of these had fled. One 
blast from the trumpet of John G. Mott, a 
stalwart young Republican, “we are an as- 
semblage of Republicans, we believe in the 
enduring principles of the Republican party 
and we have kept the faith,” loosed a storm 
of pent up enthusiasm which swept away 
all doubt as to the temper of the confer- 
ence. Among the delegates were five white- 
haired veterans who had voted for Lincoln 
in 1860. Two of these had traveled more 
than 300 miles from the interior, involving 
a stage journey of more than sixty miles to 
be present at the conference. They were 


overcome by this enthusiastic assurance 


that the Republican party had come back to 
its own’ and tears streamed from their 
eyes. Such was the temper of the confer- 
ence that selected twenty-six truly repre- 
sentative Republicans to convey Califfor- 
nia’s message to the National Republican 
Convention. 

No attempt was made to pledge the dele- 
gates to any particular candidate; they 
were named not as partisans of Hughes. or 
Root, or Cummins, or Burton, or Fairbanks, 
but to support the principles and tenets of 
the Republican party. Assured of their 
Republicanism, the conference asked no 
more. Replying to the boast that the Earl 
Johnson ticket bad the backing of the big 
power companies of the State and that they 
would spend a quarter of a million dollars 
in the campaign a Shasta county delegate 
shouted, “We have half a million Republi- 
cans back of us. We are not afraid to 
match our men and women against their 
influence and their dollars.” And this is. 
after all, the real issue of the primary cam- 
paign; it is the fight of free men and 
women against corporate influence and ex- 
ecutive domination. :

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The Funny Mi rror. 
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HE TWO—OR WHICH? — 
The Municipal Charities Commission 
of Los Angeles was at first empowered: 
“To investigate and to indorse or refuse 
indorsement to every charity or philan- 
thropy operated within the city and de- 
pendént upon the public for support. To 
encourage the formation of new private 


charities to meet needs unprovided for. To . 


collect and to preserve statistics relating 
to charity, living conditions, unemployment 
and delinquency, and to suggest means for 
permanent improvement of the conditions 
evidenced there. To maintain a constant 
survey of the field of charities in regard to 
the needs and the work being done and to 
secure intelligent co-operation among all 
charitable and social agencies in the city. 
To disburse all funds set apart by the city 
for charitable purposes and to make a re- 
port to the Council of the work done in 
that connection. To receive donations, 
gifts and bequests for charitdble and philan- 
thropic purposes, and to administer any 
trust declared or created for any such pur- 
pose in accordance with the terms of such 
trust. To establish and maintain a free 
employment bureau.” 

A later ordinance gave the commission 
power to forbid any solicitation of alms 
and contributions for philanthropic pur- 
poses without a permit from the commis- 
sion, also any bazaars or entertainments on 
behalf of charity without the permit, which 
would not be granted to an individual. 
Penalty for ignoring the provisions of this 
ordinance was also provided. | 

It is the latter portion of the ordinance 
regarding permits which is annulled by the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court. The 
Council is now urged on the one side to 
amend these existing ordinances so as to 
remove the drastic clauses which have 
been the cause of the trouble; and on the 
other hand it is suggested that we repeal 
these ordinances altogether and enact an 


ordinance which shall make inspection and 


indorsement optional at the request of such 
charities as may desire them. 

Now turn to the duplication of this work. 
On Apri! 14, 1915, the Board of Supervisors 
created the Public Welfare Commission: 

(1.) Empowered to investigate all 
charities and philanthropic institutions 
in the county, outside of the city of 

Los Angeles, dependent upon public ap- 

peal or general] solicitation for support. 

(2.) To indorse such of them as 
meet the actual needs of the com- 
munity, are attaining a reasonable 
standard of efficiency, and so conducted 
as to insure the public of the wise use 
of funds. 

(3.) To issue permits to and to su- 
pervise all proper homes and Institu- 
tions in the county where children are 


boarded. 

(4.) To inspect and supervise all 
private charitable institutions subsi- 
dized in part with county funds. 

(5.) To encourage the formation of 
new and private charities to meet 
needs not already provided for. and to 
foster all worthy philanthropic enter- 
prises, making recommendations to the 
Board of Supervisors. 

The Municipal Charities Commission, ac- 
cording to its last report, handled directly 
last year $60,153.72, of which $19,500 was 


spent for outdoor relief, before the county 


took over this work. The maintenance of 
the Municipal Employment Bureau cost 
312.735; administrative expenses were 
7825, and the balance was in the form of 
tax rebates to charitable institutions and 
“welfare grants” from the city to various 
institutions and purposes.

Thése included seventeen children’s 
agencies, eight medical charities, nine re- 
lief and benevolent associations and four- 
teen reform and civic betterment organiza- 
ions. 
‘Under the County Welfare mission is 
the County Charities, which now dies all 
outdoor relief in the city of Los Angeles, 
all “State aid for children” and all Juvenile 
Court cases, many of which are placed in 
the various asylums, homes and private in- 
stitutions of the,city, as well as in the State 
institutions. 

The county expended in 1914-15 for relief 
of unemployed, $207,124; “direct financial 
ald” to various institutions, most of which 
also received aid from the city, $5700. and 
for outdoor relief, $130,592.68. Juvenile 
Hall and the probation work are also to be 
supervised by this commission, which 
states that it “sees possibilities for great 
usefulness in the four departments of its 
work: Child welfare, indorsement and su- 
pervision, general public weal and survey 
and statistics.” 

Here we have a direction and expenditure 
by the city conflicting with and overlapping 
a direction and expenditure by the county 
and doubling upon or trebling the efforts of 
private philanthropy—a multiplication and 
criss-crossing of energy and expense, re- 
sulting in “wasteful and ridiculous excess.” 
The condition is obvious; the remedy not 
so plain. A great corrective, however. 
would be the general plan of city and 
county consolidation, which The Times has 
advocated for many years. 7

TAXING EX ‘ATRIATES. . 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES} 

BY WILLIAM s. KENYON. 

U. 8. Senator from 
HEN, a few years ago, the proposal 
was made in Congress that we tax 
our expatriated fortunes, it was 


looked upon as a joke. This time it isn’t. 
Nor should it be. Today the nation that 


less of it than any other nation of the 
world realizes that it needs something 
tangible in return, and is fated to need 
more. We have played, with a right good 
will; at being Monte Cristo; and. like 
Monte Crieto’s, our riches were so bound- 
less that we did not impoverish ourselves. 
But, just at present, we are experiencing a 
keen realization that, for nations, as for in- 
dividuals, the cost of living is going up; 
and even the national Monte Cristo cannot 
afford, comfortably, to let his children loot 
his strong boxes with shovels and drays— 
especially when they swear, before clergy- 
men or Lord Justice, or foreign ambassador, 
that they are sure they will never come 
back. We have many such children. and a 
certain stoic paternity has sufficed to recon- 
cile us to the loss of offspring belonging 
to that peculiar breed. But with the coun- 
tries to which they betake themselves en- 
gaged in a community of war that is sky- 
ing our national insurance dues by the hun- 
dreds of millions, we feel that, although we 
can well spare them, we certainly cannot 
spare all of their money. 

So the amendment to the income tax law, 
proposed by me and referred to the Senate 
Finance Committee, is so far from a joke 
this year that every indication emphasizes 
the likelihood that it will become an in- 
tegral part of the law. The decision of the 
Supreme Court has affirmed the principle 
on which, in common with the original act, 
it rests for its legality. In the judgment of 
Congress, its passage is purely a matter of 
justice and expediency. I understand that, 
on both heads. the position I took in offer- 
ing the bill is consonant with the views of 
majorities in the Senate and in the House. 
The provisions of the bill are moderate 


income from sources in the United States 
owned by persons residing elsewhere, an 
additional tax. rising from 4 per cent. an- 
nually on incomes between $20,000 and 
$50,000, to 25 per cent. on incomes exceed- 


in our time of need, we will be doing no 
more to our expatriates than Great Britain 
does to them in hers—no more, ind 
than all Europe does to its own expatria 
riches wherever it can lay the pitiless grasp 
of its taxation upon these artfully hidden 
stores. Great Britain now sequestrates for 
the uses of government one-third of Baron 
Astor’s income—the income of a single man 
whose retention of his American citizenship 
would have preserved to this country at 
least $50,000,000 of its assets. An American 
of the type we prefer to keep with us re- 
marked, apropos of the Baron Astor ex- 
ample, that if the amendment involved any 
risk of bringing the Baron back 

ought to be impeached for passing it. But 
that was persiflage. 

As a people, we have scorned the few. 
the very few, recreants we have produced 
of the Astor type, while we have pitied 
rather than reproached the heiresses who 
succumbed to the lute of Europe's nobility 
in exchange for their inheritances. And 
withal, until we awakened to the straiten- 
ing of our governmental circumstances by 
reason of the imminent cost of prepared- 
ness, we were somewhat inclined to share 
in the purse-pride of the parents who could 
afford to buy a more or less nice little duke 
for darling daughter and never feel the 
expense. 

But now——- Now, with the feeling per 
sistent that) the wealths created by our 
brawn, as well as our brains, may 80 to 
nourish potential enemies, it appears no 
more than just, as well as neeiful, thet we 
exercise our right of the wealth's creation 
and of its actual possession. We hold 
malice toward none, In the face of a 
growing and candid universality of dislike, 
if not of hatred, we continue to give charity 
to all. But we are just discreet enough to 
forefend against the day of the serpent’s 
teeth. And, whether or not we need this 
preparedness of ours, we surely do need 
additional funds. We need them ff only to 
meet the running expenses of a government 
ever more expensive, and also in order to 
place the heavier burden of taxation upon 
the strong rather than the weak. 

We have the moral right, as we are now 
assured of the legal right to claim this sur- 
tax upon the home-made fortunes of our 
expatriates. One brief list that has been 
published of the dowries alone conveyed 
abroad by fourteen American brides totals 
$52,000,000. It may be tritely false that 
no man ever made a million honestly; but 
it is tritely true t no man ever made a 
million all alone. To the making of the 
millions composing the numberiess, enor- 
mous dowries carried off o Europe and the 
vastly larger fortunes fated to follow them 
in the form of Inheritances, not only our 
people have contributed, but such a toll of 
our natural resources has been taken as 
can never be replaced. The blood and the 
bone, the heart and the soul, of America 
are in those millions of our dollars that go 
to fatten the calves of foreign footmen; the 
monarchs of our primeval forests have per- 
ished that the trees of noble and princel 
estates might survive; the coal an? de 
fron in the very veins of our earth hive 
been transmuted into the gold for which 
we are so ardently courted, and more ar- 
dently despised. 

Well, we neither regret nor resent the 
uses that have been made of those slices 
from our patrimony. But, at this stage of 
our affairs, we feel we must be a little less 
lavish with our munificence. To be quite 
frank with our expatriates, and with our 
selves, we need the money. ,

When the Boston Opera Company 
inaugurated its campaign for the up- 
building of American art this year 
one of the principal decisions that 
was arrived at was that every wheel 
In the make-up of the productions 
would fit Into its proper groove.

PLAN TEST FOR MEAT. 


Information that Unfit Pork is Sold 
Stirs City Officials to Plan an 
Abattoir and an Ordinance 

Providing for a Rigid - 
Check on Peddlers.

POMONA, March 7.—In order to 
check sale of meat alleged to be pro- 
duced from hogs which feed upon 
dead horses and cattle, the City Coun- 
cil is considering an ordinance to 
establishe a municipal abattoir, 
call for a government inspector and 
require that every pound of fresh 
meat sold in the city pass a rigid test. 

Mayor Vandegrift says he is reliably

WONDERFUL DESK FROM 
WATTS SHOWN AT FAIR. 


AN DIEGO, March 7.—Never let it 

be said again that Watts is only 

a town of heated political con- 

tests, “wet and dry” fights and neigh- 

borhood scraps; for out of Watts has 

come one of the most beautiful works 

of art that will be exhibited at the 

Panama-California International Ex- 
position this year. 

This is a wonderful desk and clock, 

a reproduction of the Louis XVI desk 

by David Rongten, which is in the 


Austria. The reproduction, which is 
now exhibited in the main room of 
the Southern California Building—for 
It ia a home product“ —was made by 
William Konnerth and George Forke, 
two Austrians, in their little workshop 
in Watts. 

It is a wonderful piece of design 
and workmanship in inlaid work and 
carving. For four years the two Aus- 
trians labored industricusly on the 
work of art. More than forty different 
woods are used, as well as ivory and 
mother of pearl in the inlaid work, al- 
though the body of the piece is of 
mahogany. The desk has four tiers, 
a base, desk, cabinet and a clock. 

Panels of iniaid wood and mother 
of depict different subjects with 
such delicacy and trueness that they 
seem almost to be ofl paintings. The 
subjects of the base represent art, 
architecture and sculpture. Music is 


depicted on the drop leaf of the desk 
and three panels of the cabinet show 
representations of commerce, science 
and literature. Behind a door of the 
cabinet is another panel representing 
medicine and by touching a secret 
spring the panel disappears and a set 


of drawers is shown.

Above the cabinet is a large clock 
with an ancient face and a pedestal 
for a statute exquisitely carved. In 
every detail even to the odd hinges, 
and locks has the original in the 
Vienna museum been carefully repro- 
duced. The piece is over nine feet 
high and is valued at $6000. . 

After making the wonderful desk 
the two artists had much trouble in 
getting it exhibited for no one knew 
them and those to whom they ap- 
plied little guessed from the appear 
ance of the two fore ing men 
they had such a work of art.
